Beresford Declares Burden 
of Armaments is Due to Britain 


Victoria, B. C., Sept. 283—At the Canadian Club 
luncheon, Lord Charles Beresford criticized the pol- 
icy of the British navy administration in abandoning 
Esquimalt as a naval in common with our other 
“Overseas*bases during a certain period of insane 
naval administration.” 

He also criticized the “Declaration of London,” 
stating that it weakened the British naval organiza- 
tion over trade routes. He said’ the Declaration of 
London was “conceived in a moment of aberration 
and would result in an already weakened spot in the 
British naval organization being made weaker. Since 
the cruisers were taken off, the trade routes had been 
converted into a “gigantic danger.” 

Lord Charles Beresford referred to the growing 
burden of armaments, stating that it was due to Brit- 
ain becoming the “bully of the seas.” When dread- 
noughts were put forward it induced other nations to 
compete in an “insane competition of armaments.” 

He believed that reciprocity, had it passed, 
would not have meant annexation.

Toronto, Sept. 26.—The Waldensian 
Church of Italy will establish a Wal- 
densian colony in Manitoba. With 
this object in view, Rev. A. T. Berto, 
representative of the church = in 
America, ia travelling through Canada 
preparing for it.

ENTRY FOR PULP woop,

From New Brunswick to U, 8, Ungil 
Aug., 1912, Will be Free, 


Washingten, D.C., Sept, 26—Practic- 
ally all the wood pulp and print paper 
produced in New Brunswick until Aug, 
1, 1912, will enter the United States 
free of duty. This is made possible 
by a revised ruling made today by 
Acting Secretary of the Treasury Cur- 
tiss, under the only operative clause 
of the Canadian reciprocity agree- 
ment, 

The surveyor general of the cus- 
toms of New Brunswick advised the 
treasury department that the new law 
-of that province restricting the ex- 
portation of wood pulp = and print 
paper did not apply to land operated 
under licenses issued or renewed @rior 
to October 1, on which date the act 
becomes effective. The lands are used 
under long term leases governed by 
yearly licenses and August 1, is the 
date for renewing these ficenses, Con- 
sequently, until that time, there will 
be no American import tax on puip 
wood or print paper originating frcm 
those lands. 

Regulations also were issued by 
Mr. Curtis today governing the taxa- 
tion of Canadian pulp wood and print 
paper coming partially from crown 
lands and partially from private lands, 
American customs collectors will in- 
sist uon sworn statements showing the 
percentage of crigin assessing duties 
on products of crown lands where the 
exportation is restricted, and entering 
the remainder free,
